« For disinfection, diluted household bleach solutions, alcohol solutions with at least

/0% alcohol, and most common EPA-registered disinfectants (disinfectant sprays,
bleach, etc.) should be effective.

« You can prepare a bleach solution by mixing:

0 1/3rd cup bleach per gallon of water or
0 4 teaspoons bleach per quart of water

Linens, Tablecloths, and Other Items

- Do not shake dirty linens; this can disperse bacteria and viruses through the air.
- Wash items as appropriate in accordance with the manufacturer’s instructions,
- Wash items using the warmest appropriate water
